Corps of the Army of the Potomac. While at 
Harrison’s Landing, Va. in July 1862. Taps 
was wrillen to replace a previous French 
bugle call used to signal “lights out.” 
Butterfield’s bugler, Oliver W. Norton, of 
Eric, Pa., was the first to sound the new 
call, Within months, Taps was used by both 
Union and Confederate forces. It was offi- 
cially recognized by the United States 
Army in 1874.

Time and weather over 
the years has caused the 
paint to deteriorate, expos- 
ing the original timber used 
to build the depot. 

Over the several years, 
Crawford County Historical 
Society Board members 
have sought funds to help 
paint the outside of the 
museum to stem the deterio- 
ration and decaying of 
exposed wood. 

Fund-raisers, donations 
and investments into certifi- 
cates of deposit and flexible 
spending accounts have 
generated the $18,000 to 
pay for the metal siding. 

“T think it’s going help, it's 
going to keep cost down on 
maintenance, but it will take 
away a little bit of history 
from the museum building,” 
said Bill Nielson, president 
of the Crawford County 
Historical Society Board of 
Directors.

deat for the metal siding 
with the contractors. 

Young said that) some 
exterior features from. the 
outside of the building 
would have to be removed 
when the metal siding is 
placed on the former train 
depot. 

Young added that expo-

Good Grades coming to Hanson 
Hills for upcoming ski season 
Program revamped to include more students

The Grayling Recreation 
Authority has opened up 
more possibilities for the 
upcoming ski season for 
students who have not Iet 
their grades, attendance and 
citizenship slide. 

In the past, the Grayling 
Recreation Authority 
(GRA), which manages and 
operates programs at 
Hanson Hills, awarded free 
ski passes to students who 


‘received all A's or 4.0 grade 


point averages on their 
report cards. 

Understandably, that drew 
some criticism from par- 
ents, teachers and students, 
who knew they are given 
their all in the classroom, 
but not get the top grades. 

Over the last year, Jeremy 
Beroset, the programs direc- 
tor at Hanson Hills, and the 
programs committee have 
been working to revamp the 
program to recognize stu- 
dent achievement. 

It is now being called the 
Good Grade program and 
the program recognizes two 
variables of achievement in 
the schools, Grayling 
Elementary School students 
will also be eligible to 
receive free day ski passes 
for discounted membership 


passes along with students 
at the Grayling Middle 
School and Grayling High 
School, who were the only 
students eligible to take part 
in the program previously. 

“This year's change was 
to help reward students that 
strive for excellence and 
achieve high marks but may 
not reach that level of per- 
fection,” Beroset said, 

The first variable is based 
on grade point averages. 
Students who receive a 4.0 
grade point average receive 
a 75 percent discount on a 
ski pass for the year, which 
is $21. Students with a 3.75 
to 3.99 grade point average 
receive a SO percent dis- 
count for a ski pass, which 
is $42. And students with a 
3.50 to 3.74 grade point 
average receive a 25 percent 
discount on ski passes, 
which are $63 dollars. 

The second variable for 
the Goods Grades program 
covers marks received in the 
first trimester. 

Students who receive 98 
to 100 percent of 4.0 grades 
will get a 75 percent dis- 
count off a ski pass, which 
will cost $21. Student who 
receive 95 to 97 percent of 
4.0 grades will get a 50 per- 
cent discount off a ski pass, 
which will cost $42. And 


students who receive 92 per- 
cent of 4.0 grades will get a 
25 percent discount on a ski 
pass, which will cost $63. 

Parents can bring their 
children's first trimester 
report card to Hanson hills 
to redeem the Good Grade 
certificate and fil] out a 
membership form for the ski 
season, If a family member- 
ship is purchased, Hanson 
Hills will take the discount 
of the student's redemption 
level off the price of the 
membership. 

Finally, day ski passes are 
being given to schools lead- 
ers to recognize good citi- 
zenship, good attendance 
and students of the month. 

“This broke it down into 
three categories where we 
are trying to reward a larger 
spectrum of kids,’ Beroset 
said. “It was a scenario 
where we wanted to include 
more students although they 
might not hit the perfect 
mark.” 

Beroset has been working 
on the Good Grades pro- 
gram over the last year. 

“My job is to make these 
fixes and get these programs 
right,” he said.

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VETERANS DAY is a 
national holiday that usually 
draws little public attention. 

This year Veterans Day 
falls on a Friday, but nobody 
has tried to turn it into a 
national three day holiday 
weckend, as happens with 
so many other special days. 

What started back in 1918 
as Armistice Day heralded 
the end of what was short 
sightedly called “The War to 
End All Wars.” 

Of course, the conclusion 
of that bloody _ battle 
between Germany and the 
rest of Europe, with the 
United States joining tn, 
eventually, was misnamed. 
In only a few short years, it 
required enumeration, and 
became World War I. 

An armistice to end World 
War | was very important in 
1918. 

The war ended officially 
at the 11th hour of the 11th 
day of the 1}th month. The 
guns stopped at Tl a.m. on

Remember all those who served our country 


November 11, 1918. Up 
until the 11th houg, soldiers 
on both sides still were 
dying. 

The Armistice Day holi- 
day, declared by President 
Woodrow Wilson one year 
later on Nov, 11, 1919, 
observed the end of the 
“War to End All Wars.” It 
didn’t, of course.

ONLY 21 YEARS later, 
another vast armed struggle 
erupted, again sparked by 
Germany, first in Europe 
and then becoming global. 

Armistice Day proved 
inadequate to honor those 
called by their country to 
fight again in World War IL. 

That’s when we had to 
start numbering our World 
Wars, so that became World 
War Il, even bloodier and 
more vital than the first. 

Armistice Day broadened 
to become Veterans Day in 
1954 when President 
Dwight Eisenhower 


declared: “On that day, let 
us solemnly remember the 
sacrifices of those who 
fought so valiantly, on the 
seas, in the air, and on for- 
cign shores, to preserve our 
heritage of freedom.” 
* ok 

AMERICANS LIKE to 
think of ourselves as a peace 
loving nation, and we are. 

But history tells us our 
country has been at war 
somehow and somewhere 
almost since the United 
States was born out of our 
first’ official war -— our 
Revolutionary War to free 
the colonies from British 
rule. 

Then came (according to 
Veterans Administration 
records) the War of 1812, 
the Indian Wars, — the 
Mexican War and America’s 
Civil War, all within the first 
century of our existence. 

During the next 100 
years, Americans in uniform 
have fought and dred in the 


Spanish American war, 
World War 1 (the War to End 
All Wars), World War II, the 
Korean War, the Vietnam 
War, the First Gulf War, and 
the continuing wars in Iraq, 
from which an early with- 
drawal has been promised, 
and Afghanistan, which has 
set a record as America’s 
longest lasting war, 

This list does not mention 
military actions in Granada, 
Panama, Kosovo, Somalia 
and maybe a few more 
places that have slipped my 
mind or have not merited 
full “war” or even “police 
action” status. 

We baptized our 2 [st cen- 


tury with the Second Gulf 


War and war in Afghanistan, 
and there is no reason to 
believe our history of war- 
fare unfortunately will not 
somehow continue. 

In every case, the leaders 
of our country at the time 
told us the 
America were endangered

Want to cut the deficit? 
End offshore tax abuses 


The vast majority of 
Americans fulfill their legal 
and civic obligations to pay 
the taxes they owe, and 
rightly expect others to do 
the same. But too often, cor- 
porations and wealthy indi- 
viduals use overseas tax 
havens to dodge their duty, 
passing their tax burden off 
onto others and increasing 
the federal budget deficit, 

That’s why I have intro- 
duced the Stop Tax Haven 
Abuse Act, — legislation 
geared to stop offshore tax 
abuses that constitute a 
huge drain on U.S. taxpay- 
ers. This bill offers powerful 
tools to combat offshore tax 
abuses and climinate tax 
incentives that encourage 
corporations to move jobs 
and profits overseas. And at 
a time when budget deficits 
are everyone’s concern, this 
bill offers a reasonable way 
to reduce the deficit by bil- 
lions of dollars. I have rec- 
ommended to the Joint 
Select Committee — on 
Deficit Reduction — the so 
called “super-committee” — 
that they consider the Stop 
Tax Haven Abuse Act as 
they work on a bipartisan 
agreement to reduce the 
deficit. 

The bill is a product of 
the investigative work of the 
Permanent Subcommittee 
on Investigations, which | 
chair. For more than ten 
years, the subcommittee has 
exposed billions of dollars 
in offshore abuses, includ-

assets; the use of tax haven 
banks to set up secret 
accounts; and the use of 
U.S. bankers, lawyers, 
accountants and other pro- 
fessionals to devise abusive 
tax shelters. A small office 
building in the Cayman 
Islands, called the Ugland 
House, ts listed as the head- 
quarters for more than 
19,000 shell corporations 
that in too many cases are 
being used to dodge their 
taxes. In addition, over the 
past two. years, 30,000 
Americans have come clean 
to the IRS about hiding 
funds in offshore bank 
accounts. 

Why is this so important? 
Because the stakes for tax- 
payers and our budget prob- 
fem are enormous. 

Our subcommittee has 
estimated that offshore tax 
abuses cost taxpayers about 
$100 billion a year. The loss 
of that money means two 
things happen: the tax bur- 
den on law-abiding, middle- 
class taxpayers goes up to 
cover the obligations of 
those who fail to pay what 
they owe; and our budget 
deficit deepens. 

The Stop Tax Haven 
Abuse Act would help put a 
halt to offshore tax dodging 
in several ways.

Michigan Department of 


Agriculture & Rural 
Development (MDARD) 
Director Keith Creagh 


recently announced that 57 
counties in the Lower 
Peninsula have been desig- 
nated as Bovine Tuberculosis 
(TB) Free in an interim rule 
published in the Federal 
Register. 

Additionally, the United 


States Department — of 
Agriculture (USDA) 
approved = shrinking — the 


state’s Bovine TB Modified 
Accredited Zone (MAZ) 
even further by removing 
Presque Isle County. 

Only Alcona, Alpena, 
Montmorency and Oscoda 
counties in the easternmost 
area of the northern Lower 
Peninsula remain in the 


MAZ. 

Bovine TB is a conta- 
gious bacterial disease of 
cattle that can affect other 
mammals, including 
humans. In 1994, a unique 
strain of bovine TB was 
identified in Michigan’s 
free-ranging deer. USDA has

“Congratulations to our 
producers. This arinounce- 
ment marks a turning point in 
the bovine TB program, 
Through hard work by beef 
and dairy farmers, effective 
surveillance testing, RFID, 
and movement certification 
requirements, we are able to 
protect and now open up new 
market opportunities for our 
combined beef and dairy 
industries,’ said Creagh. “It 
has been a long haul for our 
13,000 beef and dairy pro- 
ducers since we started 
addressing this issue 17 
years ago.” 

“This is a great accom- 
plishment,” said Dr. John 
Clifford, USDA APHIS 
Chief Veterinary Medical 
Officer. “Tuberculosis is a 
scrious disease, and the State 
of Michigan has worked 
diligently with us to contain 
it.” 

Since disease testing 
began, 52 Michigan cattle 
farms and four privately 
owned cervid operations 
have been affected by bovine 
TB. Most of these TB posi- 
tive farms have been in the 
MAZ, and were depopulated. 

As USDA grants 
Michigan counties TB Free 
Status, MDARD  simultane- 
ously updates the state’s zon- 
ing rules to match the federal 
requirements. The Michigan 
bovine TB rules have special 
regulatory applications, as 
written in the on-line book- 
Ict, Split State Status and 
Zoning Rules, 2011, for the 
following zones: 

MAZ - Alcona, Alpena, 
Montmorency, and Oscoda, 
counties. 

The Modified Accredited 


Advanced Zone (MAAZ) - 
Antrim, Charlevoix, 
Cheboygan, Crawford, 
Emmet, Otsego and Presque 
Isle counties. 

Bovine TB Free - Upper 
Peninsula and all counties in 
Lower Michigan not includ- 
ed in the MAAZ or the 
MAZ. 

“Northern Lower 
Michigan producers com- 
mitted themselves to the 
Wildlife Risk Mitigation 
Program and their willing- 
ness to adopt innovative 
farm management practices 
~ effectively preventing 
wildlife contact - influenced 
USDA's decision to upgrade 
our status,” Creagh said. 

Michigan’s Wildlife Risk 
Mitigation Program 
(WRMP), which began in 
2009, provides expert guid- 
ance on cattle/wildlife inter- 
actions, Since the program 
began, both MDARD and 
USDA have provided finan- 
cial assistance to producers 
so they can create plans and 
build barriers that keep 
wildlife away from their cat- 
lle and cattle feed. To date, 
830 farmers have signed up 
to create their own plans. 
MDARD expects all farms in 
the MAAZ and MAZ that 
sell cattle to have risk mitiga- 
tion plans by January 1, 
2012.

Community-based aging services 
receive approval for 2012 funds 


The Region 9 Area 
Agency on Aging (AAA) 
recently received approval 
for its plan showing how 
state and federal funds will 
be spent to provide commu- 
nity-based services and 
supports to the elders and 
persons with disabilities in 
its $2-county service area. 

There are 16 = Area 
Agencies on Aging in 
Michigan and each must 
submit plans for state 
approval. The Michigan 
Office of Services to the 
Aging (OSA) and 
Commission on Services to 
the Aging announced the 
Region 9 AAA plan was 
approved. It serves the 
counties of serving Alcona, 


Alpena, Arenac, 
Cheboygan, Crawford, 
Josco, Montmorency, 
Ogemaw, Oscoda, Otsego, 
Presque Isle and 
Roscommon. 


These plans outline local 
program priorities, describe 
goals and strategies for 
accomplishing them, and 
summarize comments 
received at public hearings. 
Information and assistance, 
care management, nutrition, 
disease prevention, home 
care, transportation, and 
legal assistance are among 
funded programs that sig- 
nificantly contribute to the 
quality of life for older resi- 
dents. 

“When creating the annu- 
al plan, we look to our com- 
munities and residents to 
help identify current needs 
and gaps in services,” said 
Laurie Saucr, Region 9 
AAA Director. “Through 
needs assessment studies 
and public hearings, we are 


able to identify the services 
needed.” 

Although many people 
may be aware of home- 
delivered meals or congre- 
gate meals served at local 
senior centers, they may not 
know where a portion of the 
funding comes from to pro- 
vide those services. The 
Region 9 AAA receives 
funding and subcontracts 
with councils/commissions 
on aging in cach county to 
provide some of these ser- 
vices. Other services are 
provided directly by the 
Region 9 AAA, such as care 
management and disease 
prevention programs. 

Some priorities that have 
been identified include 
elder abuse prevention and 
awareness, home care ser- 
vices and programs to sup- 
port the health and well- 
being of the older popula- 
tion and persons with dis- 
abitities. 

One goal identified in the 
plan is to increase education 
for disease prevention and 
health promotion through 
evidence-based programs. 

“Just like every other 
agency in the state, budget 
culs have affected us,’ 
Sauer said. “However, we 
are pleased we are able to 
continue providing quality 
services that empower 
elders and persons with dis- 
abilities to make choices on 
where they live and how 
they live in our communi- 
ties.”

The outdoor sales of natural products and the outdoor stor- 
age of natural products shall be uses by right in all zoning 
districts, provided the following applicable regulations are 
met and maintained. 


A. Outdoor sales of natural products. The outdoor sales of 
natural products shall comply with all of the following regu- 
lations: 


1. The use shall be accessory to an established residential 
use on the lot and shall not be established as the principal 
use of the lot. 


2. The area of the lot devoted to the use shall be tocated in 
the front yard of the lot. 


3. The area of the lot devoted to the use shall be no more 
than 100 square feet in area, 


4. If a building or structure is used in conjunction with the 
outdoor sales of natural products, then the building or 
structure shall comply with all setback regulations of the 
zoning district in which the lot is located. 


5. Any sign erected in conjunction with the use shall be no 
more that sixteen (16) square feet in sign surface area, 
shall be no more than six (6) feet in height, and shall com- 
ply with all setback regulations of the zoning district in 
which the lot is located. 


B. Outdoor storage of natural products. The outdoor stor- 
age of natural products shall comply with ail of the follow- 
ing regulations: 


1. The use shall be accessory to an established residential 
use on the lot and shall not be established as the principal 
use of the lot. 


2. The use shall maintain the residential character of the 
neighborhood. 


3. The area of the lot devoted to the use shall be located 
in the side or rear yard of the lot. 


4. The area of the lot devoted to the use shall be no more 
than 2,000 square feet in area or no more than twenty per- 
cent (20%) of the lot area, whichever is less. 


5. lf a building or structure is used in conjunction with the 
outdoor storage of natural products, then the building or 
structure shall comply with all setback regulations of the 
zoning district in which the lot is located.

application thereof to any person or circumstances is held 
invalid, such invalidity shall not effect any remaining por- 
tions or application of this Ordinance, which can be given 
effect without the invalid portion or application.

Section 3.05 of the Lovells Township Zoning Ordinance is 
hereby amended to add a new subsection E, which shall 
read in its entirety as follows: 


E. Automobile and truck bodies, trailers, semi trailers, 
school buses, mobile homes, recreational vehicles, ship- 
ping containers, and other items built and intended for 
other uses shall not be used as an accessory building. 


Section 2. Repeal of Subsection 3.09.A.1. 


Subsection 3.09.4.1 of the Lovelis Township Zoning 
Ordinance is hereby repealed in its entirety and reserved 
for future use. 


Section 3. Amendment of Subsection 3.09.B.1. 


Subsection 3.09.B.1 of the Lovells Township Zoning 
Ordinance is hereby amended to read in its entirety as fol- 
lows: 


1. Placement on the property and use of the unit shall not 
exceed ninety (90) days in a calendar year. Yard setback 
requirements for the district where the unit is located shall 
be met. 


Section 4. Amendment of Subsection 14.01.J.7. 


Subsection 14.01.J.7 of the Loveils Township Zoning 
Ordinance is hereby amended to read in its entirety as fol- 
lows: 


7. Outdoor storage shall be permitted, provided that such 
Storage area is screened from view by a fence or plant 
materials no less than six fee! in height. The Planning 
Commission, however, may waive the screening require- 
ment if it finds that because of the remote location of the 
site, or other factors, the visual impact of the outdoor stor- 
age would be minimal. 


Section 5. Amendment of Subsection 16.02.B. 
Subsection 16.02.B of the Lovells Township Zoning 
Ordinance is hereby amended to read in its entirety as fol- 
lows: 


8B. Zoning Permit. 


1, Except as provided herein, no building or structure sub- 
ject to the provisions of this Ordinance shalt be erected, 
Substantially altered, reconstructed, used, or moved, nor 


shall any excavation of land commenced until a zoning per- 
mit application has been filed with the Zoning 
Administrator, or other official designated by the township 
board, and a zoning permit has been issued by the Zoning 
Administrator, or other official designated by the township 
board. Except upon a variance being granted by the 
Zoning Board of Appeals, no zoning permit shall be issued 
for the use of any land or for any building or structure 
where the use, construction, addition, or alteration thereof 
would be in violation of any provision of this Ordinance. No 
zoning permit shall be required for any jawful use of any 
land, building or structure in existence on the effective date 
the zoning ordinance or any applicable amendment. 


2. A zoning permit issued pursuant to this section shall 
expire one (1) year following issuance, unless substantial 
construction has begun pursuant to the permit, or prior to 
the expiration of the permit the property owner applies for 
and receives an extension of the zoning permit for no more 
than one (1) year from the Zoning Administrator upon a 
showing of good cause and that the zoning regulations 
applicable to the use authorized by the zoning permit have 
not substantially changed since the issuance of the original 
permit or the most recent extension of the permit. Upon 
commencing substantial construction of a building pur- 
suant to a zoning permit issued under this Ordinance, the 
exterior of the building shall be fully completed within one 
(1) year, unless prior to the expiration of this time period the 
property owner applies for and receives an extension for 
completing the exterior construction of the building from the 
Zoning Administrator upon a showing of good cause. 


3. All zoning permits issued pursuant to this Ordinance 
shall be displayed face out within twenty-four (24) hours of 
its issuance by placing the permit in a conspicuous location 
on the property facing the nearest street. The zoning per- 
mit shall be continuously displayed as required in this sub- 
section until all work authorized by the zoning permit is 
completed. 


Section 6. Severability. 


If any section, provision or clause of this Ordinance or the 
application thereof to any person or circumstances is held 
invalid, such invalidity shail not effect any remaining por- 
tions or application of this Ordinance, which can be given 
effect without the invalid portion or application. 


Section 7. Effective Date.
